The City of Chicago has requested Cook County as well as other governmental parties to enter into a 
Governmental Cooperation Agreement (“Agreement”) for the 2016 Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

The Cook County Board of Commissioners previously authorized the execution of an Intergovernmental 
Agreement with the City of Chicago to utilize County Properties as venues for cycling competitions as 
needed during the 2016 Olympic Games; however authorization of the attached Governmental 
Cooperation Agreement is a separate agreement entered into between the City of Chicago, and the County 
of Cook; Metropolitan Pier and Exposition Authority; Chicago Park District; Board of Education of the 
City of Chicago; Board of Trustees of the University of Illinois; County of Lake; City of Evanston and 
Village of Old Mill Creek (“Governmental Parties”) to address guarantees required by the International 
Olympic Committee (“IOC”). 

The purpose of the Agreement is to (1) establish the roles, responsibilities and financial contributions of 
the public authorities in the planning, organizing and staging of the 2016 Games, (2) establish 
coordination of the public authorities involved in hosting the 2016 Games, (3) demonstrate to the IOC 
that the City and the Governmental Parties are prepared to successfully host the 2016 Games, and (4) 
provide certain of the Guarantees requested by the IOC in the IOC Questionnaire, as a material 
inducement to the IOC. 
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The executed Agreement will be forwarded by the City of Chicago to Chicago 2016 for inclusion in 
materials being sent to the IOC at the end of January. Due to the necessity to expedite execution of this 
Agreement, authorization for President Todd H. Stroger to execute said Agreement is being requested by 
Poll.

PROPOSED RESOEUTION 


WHEREAS, the United States Department of Health and Human Services and the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services, under the previous Administration, issued rules to restrict Medicaid payments to 
public providers and to disallow Medicaid payments for Graduate Medical Education and for hospital 
outpatient services (the “Proposed Medicaid Rules”), thus reducing the amount of money that will flow 
through the Medicaid system to health care providers, to the Cook County Health and Hospitals System 
and across the country; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Congress is on record in opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, United States Senator Richard J. Durbin took a leadership role by introducing an 
amendment to Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq Accountability 
Act, 2007” (the “Durbin Amendment”), with such amendment serving to place a one-year moratorium on 
the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, with the active support of the Illinois Congressional Delegation, the Durbin Amendment 
was included in Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq 
Accountability Act, 2007” and signed into law by President Bush; and 

WHEREAS, this moratorium has been continued by the United States Congress and expires on April 1, 
2009;and 

WHEREAS, the United States House of Representatives has acted to extend the moratorium in H.R. 1, 
“The American Recovery and Reinvestment Act,” to June 30, 2009; however, the United States Senate 
currently does not intend to include an extension of the moratorium in its version of this bill; and 

WHEREAS, the Proposed Medicaid Rules would reduce Medicaid payments to Cook County hospitals, 
affecting not only Cook County and its most vulnerable citizens, but the entire public and private safety- 
net health care system in Cook County and in the State of Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners opposes the 
Proposed Medicaid Rules and recognizes their potential impact on the Cook County public health system 
as well as the overall health care system in the state of Illinois; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners hereby calls upon the 
Illinois Congressional Delegation, in conjunction with the entire United States Congress, to continue its 
opposition to the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners urge the United States 
Senate and the United States House of Representatives, in its conference on the economic recovery 
legislation, to accept the House provision extending the moratorium through June 30, 2009 and calls on 
the new Administration and the United States Department of Health and Human Services to dispose of 
these pending regulations prior to June 30, 2009; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners recognizes the 
invaluable leadership of Senator Richard J. Durbin and the Illinois Congressional Delegation in ensuring 
that the Bush Administration’s effort to unfairly cut payments to public hospitals and other providers 
throughout the nation is halted; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we ask for your continued leadership to ensure that the Proposed 
Medicaid Rules are disposed of by the new Administration; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Board is directed to deliver a suitable copy of 
this Resolution to each member of the Illinois Congressional Delegation.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO THE LOBBYIST REGISTRATION ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2, Administration, 
Section 2-633 Information required of registrants of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as 
follows: 
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Sec. 2-633. Information required of registrants. 

(a) Within 30 days of engaging in any activity which requires such person to register, and 
subsequently between January 1 and January 20 of each year, every person required to register under 
Section 2-631 shall fde in the office of the Clerk a written statement, subscribed under oath before a 
notary public, containing the following information: 

(1) The registrant's name, permanent address and temporary address (if any) while lobbying. 

(2) The registrant's business affiliation and business address, or, if none, the statement that 
the registrant is a sole proprietor. 

(3) With respect to each person on behalf of which the registrant acts as a lobbyist: 

a. The name, business address, permanent address and nature of the business of the 
person; 

b. Whether the relationship is expected to involve compensation or expenditures or 
both; and 

c. A brief description of the County matter in reference to which such service is to 
be rendered. 

(4) The name, business address, and permanent address of each person employed by the 
registrant to perform such lobbying services or who appears on behalf of the registrant. 

(5) A picture of the registrant. 

(6) Registrants shall pay an annual, nonrefundable, nontransferable filing fee as set out in 
Section 32-1, per entity and a separate fee per exclusive lobbyist, payable to the Clerk 
upon filing. 

(b) In the event any substantial change or addition occurs with respect to the information 
required by this division to be contained in the registration statement, including the addition or 
subtraction of a client, an amendment to the statement shall be filed with the Clerk within 14 days. The 
separate fee, per exclusive lobbyist, as set forth in subsection (a)(6) of this section, shall be waived for 
employees of nonprofit organizations that are exempt from income taxation under Section 501(c)(3) of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. provided such organizations lobby only with their own employees 
and the employees who lobby work a minimum of 1,000 hours per year for the organization. 


(c) In addition to other penalties provided in this division, any person filing a late registration 
under this section shall be assessed a late filing fee as set out in Section 32 - 1 per day the registration is 
late, payable to the Clerk upon filing. Any person filing a late registration after January 31 shall also be 
subject to a penalty of $100.00 per day, to be levied as set forth in Section 2 637. In the event any 
substantial change or addition occurs with respect to the information required by this division to be 
contained in the registration statement, including the addition or subtraction of a client, an amendment to 
the statement shall be filed with the Clerk within 14 days. 
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Id) In addition to other penalties provided in this division, any person Filing a late registration 
under this section shall be assessed a late Fding fee as set out in Section 32-1 per day the registration is 
late, payable to the Clerk upon Fding. Any person Fding a late registration after January 31 shall also be 
subject to a penalty of $100,00 per day, to be levied as set forth in Section 2-637. 

Effective date: This Ordinance Amendment shall be in effect upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ETHICS ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, Illinois is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, 
Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and pursuant to the authority therein granted, may exercise 
any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, on August 3, 1993, pursuant to its home rule powers, the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County adopted an Ordinance establishing a Code of Ethical Conduct for Cook County officials and 
employees which Ordinance was effective September 1, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, effective November 19, 2003, the General Assembly of Illinois enacted the State Officials 
and Employees Ethics Act, 5 lECS 430 et seq., (“State Ethics Act”) which establishes a code of ethical 
conduct for all state officers, members of the Illinois General Assembly, and state employees; and 

WHEREAS, the State Ethics Act also provides that within six months of its enactment. Cook County 
shall regulate the political activities of certain officials and employees of Cook County, and the 
solicitation and acceptance of gifts by the offering and making of gifts to officials and employees of Cook 
County in a manner no less restrictive than the provisions of the State Ethics Act; and 

WHEREAS, it is essential to the proper operation of representative government that public officials and 
employees be independent and impartial; that public office and employment not be used for personal gain, 
and that the public have lull confidence in the integrity and fair and honest administration of government; 
and 

WHEREAS, public officials and employees serve their government in a fiduciary capacity, and must act 
at all times to avoid conflicts of interest, impropriety, or even the appearance of impropriety; and 
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WHEREAS, a Code of Ethical Conduct will assist officials and employees of Cook County to conform 
their conduct to the highest acceptable standards and to properly discharge their fiduciary duties; and 

WHEREAS, compliance with a Code of Ethical Conduct will improve standards of public service and 
strengthen the confidence of the people of Cook County in their government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
2 Administration, Article VII, Section 2-585 Eimitations of contributions to candidates and elected 
officials of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-585. Limitations of contributions to candidates and elected officials. 

(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the County or is a lobbyist registered with the County shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $1,500.00: 

(1) To any candidate for County office or elected County official during a single candidacy; 
or 

(2) To an elected official of the government of the County during any nonelection year of his 
or her term. 

The combined effect of these provisions is intended to permit total contribution up to but not 
exceeding $3,000.00 in a year in which a candidacy occurs. A year for purposes of this section is from 
January 1 to December 31 of each year. 

(b) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, an entity and its subsidiaries, parent 
company or otherwise affiliated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and partners 
who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or its affiliates shall be 
considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall be construed to prohibit such an 
employee, officer, director or partner from making a political contribution for which he is not reimbursed 
by a person with whom he or she is affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution 
allowed under Subsection (a) of this section. 

(c) Any contributions made under this section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 lECS 5/1-1 et seq. 

(d) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "done business" or "doing business" means 
any one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the County or any 
County agency in excess of $10,000.00 in any 12-consecutive months. "Done business" or "doing 
business" also means representation involving real property assessments, property tax appeals, zoning 
matters, and property tax incentives, the total fees of which earned or accrued by a person exceed 
$10,000.00 in any 12 consecutive months during the previous four years. 

(e) To the extent that the Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor may be covered by the provisions herein each shall provide notice of the ethics disclosure 
requirements as set forth above. The notice should include a statement that any attorney or tax 
representative who has done business with any of these agencies and earned or accrued greater than 
$10,000.00 in any 12 consecutive months during the previous four years as result, must adhere to the 
campaign contribution limitations set forth by the Cook County Ethics Ordinance. 
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The Board of Ethics shall adopt such rules and regulations as necessary to implement this section. 

(f) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "seeking to do business" means taking 
action within the past six months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such action 
were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as defined in Subsection (d) 
of this section. 

(g) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to provide 
financial audits of county Finances are prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county 
official or candidate for county office. 

(h) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to act as financial 
counsel, bond counsel, underwriter’s counsel, legal counsel, or Financial manager for the issuance of any 
bond is prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county official or candidate for county 
office.

ORDINANCE ADOPTING GUIDELINES FOR THE EXPENDITURE AND 
REIMBURSEMENT OF CONTINGENCY FUNDS 
FOR COUNTY COMMISSIONERS AND STAFF 

WHEREAS, the annual budget for the government of Cook County includes contingency funds for each 
Commissioner’s office; and 

WHEREAS, the contingency fund is appropriated to provide for expenses incurred in the normal and 
customary operation of each Commissioner’s office and for the reimbursement of expenses associated 
with the normal and customary duties of each office; and 
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WHEREAS, the contingency fund is provided to each Commissioner’s office to assist the Commissioner 
and his or her staff in the performance of their duties. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
34 Finance, Article II, Section 34-40 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 34-40. Use of contingency funds by Commissioners and staff (018-890). 

(a) Contingency funds may be provided to assist Commissioners and members of their staffs in 
the execution of official duties. 

(b) The following guidelines shall apply to the expenditure and reimbursement of contingency 
funds by each Commissioner’s office: 

(1) Contingency funds shall be expended for: 

a. Office supplies, utilities, or materials; 

b. Costs relating to attendance at meetings and events, including meals, in the performance 
of official duties; 

c. Travel and transportation expenses for county functions, meetings and duties. Such 
expenses may include reimbursement for automobile usage; 

d. Educational programs related to government, finance, or other topics generally associated 
with the functions of county government; 

e. Newspapers, journals, magazines, or books related to official duties; 

f. Other information or research materials; 

g. Membership fees for non-profit, community, or civic organizations; 

h. Attendance at civic, social, fraternal, and other events sponsored by community groups 
and associations, including religious and charitable events, as long as such expenses for 
attendance are for attendance at such events and not for the general promotion of any 
particular religious, philanthropic, or charitable mission or objective; 

i. Enhancement of any other budgetary appropriation within the budget of the office of the 
Commissioner; 

j. Expenses incurred by staff of the Commissioner, as approved by the Commissioner, 
within these guidelines; 

k. Costs directly related to the provision of constituent services. 

(2) Funds shall not be utilized for political activities, including, but not limited to: 

a. Travel or transportation expenses to political or fundraising events; 

b. The printing, publishing, or mailing of materials for political or fundraising events; 

c. Donations to campaign funds. 
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(3) Contingency funds shall not be expended for or accepted as additional income; 

(4) Within 30 days of the end of each quarter of the County’s fiscal year, each Commissioner 
shall submit an expenditure report detailing the expenses incurred by his or her office during that 
quarter to the Secretary to the Board of Commissioners, supported by: 

a. Mileage logs and fuel receipts; 

b. Copies of travel documents; 

c. Copies of cancelled checks; 

d. Course descriptions for qualified educational programs; 

e. Receipts for or any other records related to expenses specified in this Section. 

(5) The Secretary to the Board of Commissioners shall post the expenditure reports described in 
subsection (b)(4) to a publicly accessible web page within 15 days of receipt. 

(6) Monies expended from the contingency fund found not to be in compliance with the above 
guidelines shall be returned to Cook County. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon adoption.

WHEREAS, United States Senator Richard J. Durbin took a leadership role by introducing an 
amendment to Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq Accountability 
Act, 2007” (the “Durbin Amendment”), with such amendment serving to place a one-year moratorium on 
the Proposed Medicaid Rules; and 

WHEREAS, with the active support of the Illinois Congressional Delegation, the Durbin Amendment 
was included in Public Law 110-28, the “U.S. Troop Readiness, Veterans’ Health, and Iraq 
Accountability Act, 2007” and signed into law by President Bush; and 

WHEREAS, this moratorium has been continued by the United States Congress and expires on April 1, 
2009;and 

WHEREAS, the United States House of Representatives has acted to extend the moratorium in H.R. 1, 
“The American Recovery and Reinvestment Act,” to June 30, 2009; however, the United States Senate 
currently does not intend to include an extension of the moratorium in its version of this bill; and 

WHEREAS, the Proposed Medicaid Rules would reduce Medicaid payments to Cook County hospitals, 
affecting not only Cook County and its most vulnerable citizens, but the entire public and private safety- 
net health care system in Cook County and in the State of Illinois. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners opposes the 
Proposed Medicaid Rules and recognizes their potential impact on the Cook County public health system

3.2 DEFINITIONS 


3.2 

Accessory Structure, Detached is a completely free-standing building used as an accessory building to a 
building and is governed by the provisions of Article XVII. Accessory structures include, among others: 
garages, sheds, pool buildings, gazebos, trellises, arbors, pergola, shelters, etc. 

Basement is a portion of a building or structure, having one-half (1/2) or more of its ceiling height below 
the finished lot grade level. When single-family dwellings and townhouse buildings have a split- 
elevation below-grade floor condition, the level that has one-half (1/2) or more of its ceiling height below 
finished lot grade shall not be counted as a story but rather as a basement when the area having one-half 
(1/2) or more of its ceiling height below Finished lot grade exceeds fifty (50) percent of the total area of 
the level in question. 

Decks are floor surfaces, unroofed and open to the sky, above grade level and may be attached or 
unattached to a principal building. 
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Garage, Attached is a portion of a building used as a Private Garage that provides direct access from the 
attached garage to the main structure of a single-family residence or dwelling unit, and whose area is 
considered part of both the basic and total area limitation of the main structure. 

Patios are floor surfaces, unroofed and open to the sky, at grade and may be adjacent to or separate from 
a principal building. 

Porches are unheated roofed spaces, either enclosed or not, attached to a principal building containing 
additional floor area for miscellaneous purposes. 

Safety Glazing Materials means wired glass, tempered glass, laminated glass and ridged plastics which 
meet the test requirements of the ANSI-Z-97. 1-1966 are classified as safety glazing materials, materials 
so constructed, treated or combined with other materials as to minimize the likelihood of accidental 
cutting and piercing injuries resulting from human contact and breakage of the glazed material. They 
shall not support combustion and may be either transparent or non-transparent. 

ARTICLE IV 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 

4.6 MATERIALS, METHODS, STANDARDS, AND TESTS

The regulation, specifications, standards and tests of the technical organizations which are 
referred to in this ordinance are hereby incorporated herein by such reference with the same effect as 
though set forth. Authenticated copies of all such regulations, specifications, standards and tests shall be 
kept on file in the Office of the Building Commissioner, available for public inspection and use. 

Adopted Standards 

For the purposes of this ordinance, the publications listed in Part D shall be deemed to represent 
accepted engineering practice with respect to the materials, equipment, systems, and methods of 
construction respectively specified therein, except as may otherwise be specifically provided in this 
ordinance or in any regulation adopted pursuant hereto. 

ARTICLE V 

ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 
5.3 PERMITS, CERTIFICATES AND PLANS 
Building Permits 


5.3-1 

a. Permit Required 

(1) It shall be unlawful to erect, construct, alter, relocate, or demolish, or to commence the 
erection, construction, alteration, relocation, demolition of a building or structure, or make site 
modifications to surface typography, or affect the storm water drainage of a property, or install or modify 
storm water infrastructure, or install equipment for the operation of a building or structure, without first 
filing with the Building Commissioner an application in writing and obtaining a permit. 
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(2) Permit shall also be required for all proposed construction, substantial improvements, or other 
development, including the placement of mobile homes within floodplain areas having special flood 
hazards Any building permit application that entails: (a) the construction of a free standing building on 
vacant property, (b) an accessory building (625 square feet or larger in floor area), (cj an addition located 
in a required side yard, (d) the addition or modification of impervious surfaces (drives, patios and walks) 
that affect surface drainage, (e) modifications to site topography that affect surface drainage or (f) work to 
install or modify storm water infrastructure shall also contain four copies of fully engineered site 
development drawings complying with submission requirements and bearing the original seal and 
signature of an Illinois licensed engineer . 

(3) The building permit application will be reviewed to assure that any proposed construction 
within floodplain areas are: 

(a) Designed and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse or lateral movement of the 

structure. 

(b) Constructed with materials and utility equipment resistant to flood damage. 

(c) Constructed by methods and practices that minimize flood damage. 

(d) At the time of issuance and/or prior to complying such building permits, the following 
information shall be noted and recorded: 

(i) — Elevation of the lowest floor (including basement) 

(ii) Where the elevation of the lowest floor is below grade, on one or more sides, 
the elevation of the floor immediately above, 

(iii) Where a structure has been floodproofed; the elevation to which the structure 

was flood proofed. 

(e) The Building Commissioner may, at his discretion, request additional drawings and 
documented sources of information to verify that construction location will be outside the floodplain or 
flood table areas 

Permit shall also be required for all proposed construction, substantial improvements, or other 
development, including the placement of mobile homes within floodplain areas having special flood 
hazards. 


(4) Such permits, or placard indicating the possession of same, shall be posted in a conspicuous 
place upon the exterior of he premises for which it is issued, and shall remain so posted at all times until 
the work is completed and approved. The building permit application will be reviewed to assure that any 
proposed construction within floodplain areas are: 

(a) Designed and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse or lateral movement of the 

structure. 

(b) Constructed with materials and utility equipment resistant to flood damage. 

(c) Constructed by methods and practices that minimize flood damage. 

(d) At the time of issuance and/or prior to complying such building permits, the following 
information shall be noted and recorded: 

(i) Elevation of the lowest floor (including basement) 

(ii) Where the elevation of the lowest floor is below grade, on one or more sides, 
the elevation of the floor immediately above, 

(iii) Where a structure has been flood proofed: the elevation to which the 
structure was flood proofed. 

(e) The Building Commissioner may, at his discretion, request additional drawings and 
documented sources of information to verify that construction location will be outside the floodplain or 
flood table areas. 
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(5) Such permits, or placard indicating the possession of same, shall be posted in a conspicuous 
place upon the exterior of he premises for which it is issued, and shall remain so posted at all times until 
the work is completed and approved. 

b. Prior Approval of Other Authorities 

(4) No building permit shall be issued for construction until approval has been obtained from all 
other authorities with jurisdiction. 

f Those Authorized to Make Application 

Applications shall be made by the professional responsible for the design of the proposed work^ 
the property owner or the owner’s authorized agent only. Owners may authorize an agent by submitting 
an original notarized letter, naming the agent at time of application . 

g. Amendments to Application 

Nothing in this ordinance shall prohibit the fding of amendments to an application or to a plan or 
other record accompanying same, at any time before the completion of the work for which the permit was 
issued. Such amendments shall be fded with, and be deemed a part of, the original application if approved 
before the certificate of compliance has been issued, otherwise a new application for the alteration shall 
be made and a permit secured All proposed amendments to work, except such work as described in 
Section 5.3-U c., included in a permit that has been issued, must be made by submitting for a revised 
building permit application for the proposed amendments. Work included on a revised permit must not be 
constructed until approval and issue of the revised permit. The Building Commissioner shall not grant a 
certificate of compliance until all revised permits have been completed, approved and issued . 

ARTICLE VI 

CLASSIFICATION OF BUILDINGS 
6.2 CLASSIFICATION BY CONSTRUCTION TYPE 

Every new or existing buildin g, structure or part thereof shall, for the purpose of this ordinance, 
be classified under any one, or a combination, of five (5) general construction types listed below. 
according to the character of the structural elements employed, their method of assembly, and the fire 
resistance which they afford , as follows: . When multiple construction types are proposed, they shall be 
separated from each other by fire walls as described in Section 20.6. 

TYPE II. UNPROTECTED METAL FRAME CONSTRUCTION 

a. Type II construction shall be that construction of which the structural elements are composed of 
incombustible materials ( steel or other metals) which are generally unprotected from fire exposure, except 
as specified in Part B and in Article XX. 

TYPE IV. ORDINARY MASONRY CONSTRUCTION 

Type IV construction shall be that construction of which the interior structural elements are 
composed of generally ef combustible materials,, (as light wood) having dimensions less thatn those 
required for heavy timber construction, and the exterior structural elements members are composed of 
masonry or other incombustible materials affording fire resistance as specified in Part B, and in Article 
XX. Type IV construction shall consist of two (2) subtypes, as listed below, which are distinguished by 
degree of fire resistance.
